THE POT CALLING THE KETTLE BLACK 


Of all the deceiving double talk put out by the National Council of Churches officials and 
their apologists since the Air Force Manual controversy broke, the most ridiculous is their contention 
that those opposing and exposing their harmful activities are actually helping the Communists. 





The claim that those who expose them are really the ones who are helping Communism has been 
made by a number of Council leaders and apologists, but the clearest expression of this unfounded claim 
was made by Dr. Roy G. Ross, General Secretary of the National Council of Churches. In a pamphlet 
put out in 1960 by the NCC, entitled ‘““What About The National Council of Churches?” Dr. Ross said: 


“Among the loudest, if unconscious supporters of Communism in America today are a handful 
of hate mongering, dissident persons who are devoting their lives to the undermining of the churches 
and their regularly constituted agencies. Lately the devisive and slanderous attacks of this handful of 
church destroyers were mysteriously insinuated into official training manuals of the United States Air 
Force . . . Those who would destroy our churches and weaken our democratic society, to the delight of 
Communists everywhere, persist in spreading their poison...” 


This is the National Council of Churches’ claim — but it has no basis in fact. It has long been 
a tactic of National Council leaders and apologists to ignore the facts and attack those exposing such im- 
portant facts. 


A common technique used by National Council leaders and apologists is what we call the “Straw 
Man Technique.” Through this subtle double talk they ignore the facts and set up a straw man of their 
own creation which they then proceed to knock down. One of the straw men which these characters 
set up in defending themselves is the accusation that someone called them a Communist, or in some cases 
they claim someone called them a card carrying Communist. Then ignoring all the facts which have 
been exposed regarding their Communist-front records and regarding their promotion of important Com- 
munist objectives, they proceed to knock down easily the alleged accusation that someone called them 
a member of the Communist Party. This allows them to evade an explanation of the numerous Com- 
munist front affiliations which afford an accurate guide to their religious, political, and national alle- 
giance. 





THE POT — DR. STANLEY STUBER 


After a recent meeting in Kansas City, I was at- 
tacked in a letter to the Kansas City Star, Monday, July 
31, 1961 by a National Council of Churches executive, 
Dr. Stanley I. Stuber. Dr. Stuber has been General 
Secretary of the Council of Churches of Greater Kansas 
City and has been recently appointed Executive Direc- 
tor of the Missouri Council of Churches. In his letter, 
Dr. Stuber attempted to leave the impression that I 
was not giving people the truth about Communism. 
He questioned the fact that thousands of Protestant 
ministers have joined Communist-front organizations. 
In typical NCC fashion, he called me “an Apostle of 
Discord” and suggested that I came to town “with a 
specific purpose of making false charges against the local 
clergy, and in an attempt to divide our churches.” 


It is most interesting that Dr. Stuber should 
question the fact that Protestant ministers have 
joined Communist fronts since he himself has a 
record of affiliation with at least six organiza- 
tions cited as Communist or Communist fronts 
by the Attorney General, the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, or by both. 


THE COMMUNIST FRONT DANGER 


Before taking a close look at some of the specific 
Communist fronts with which Rev. Stanley Stuber has 
been affiliated, a little study into the actual meaning of 
a Communist-front is in order. Victor Kravchenko, 
former Soviet official who renounced Communism in 
1944, told a committee of the House of Representatives 
on July 22, 1947 that the fellow travelers in America 
were in his opinion “a much more dangerous force than 
the official Communist Party.” 


On December 9, 1953, F.B.I. director J. Edgar 
Hoover told the House Committee on Appropriations 
that “one of the principal mediums for the attainment 
of the goal of the Communist Party is through Com- 
munist-front organizations.” 


In his book “Masters of Deceit” J. Edgar Hoover 
gave this definition of a Communist front: 


“Fronts probably represent the Party’s most 
successful tactic in capturing non-Communist 
support. Like mass agitation and infiltration, 
fronts expose the deceptive Party line practices 
(hence the term ‘front’) while actually advanc- 
ing the real Party line. In this way the Party 
is able to influence thousands of non-Commun- 
ists, collect large sums of money, and reach the 
minds, pens, and tongues of many high rank- 
ing and distinguished individuals. Moreover, 
fronts are excellent fields for party recruit- 
ment.” 


In considering Mr. Stanley Stubers’ front record, 
we dare not forget the Communist front is just as es- 
sential to the Communist conspiracy as are their train- 
ing schools, espionage cells or the Party press. They 
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are not just harmless forums for the expression of lib- 
eral opinions as many chronic front joiners would like 
us to believe. 


DR. STUBER’S RECORD 


The Daily Worker of December 27, 1950, page 9, 
listed Mr. Stanley Stuber as a sponsor of the National 
Committee to Repeal the McCarran Act. The Daily 
Worker of December 28, 1954, listed Mr. Stuber 
as a signer of an open letter to every member of the 
Senate and House of Representatives urging repeal 
of the McCarran Act. The latter is another action of 
the National Committee to Repeal the McCarran Act. 


In its 1956 publication “Handbook for Americans,” 
the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee said about 
the National Committee to Repeal the McCarran Act: 


“To defend the cases of Communist law- 
breakers, fronts have been devised making spe- 
cial appeals in behalf of civil liberties and reach- 
ing out far beyond the confines of the Com- 
munist Party itself. Among these organizations 
are the . . . National Committee to Repeal the 
McCarran Act. When the Communist Party 
itself is under fire, these offer a bulwark of 
protection.” 


On page 151 of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities Report on the Communist Peace 
Offensive, Mr. Stanley Stuber was listed as one of the 
sponsors of the Mid-Century Conference for Peace. This 
Conference was held at the St. James Methodist Church 
in Chicago on May 29-30, 1950. Concerning the mid- 
Century Conference for Peace the HCUA said: 


“The avowed purpose was to pressure ‘the Presi- 
dent and the Congress of the United Sattes to undertake 
negotiations with the government of the Soviet Union’ 
and demand that the ‘United States delegation to the 
United Nations’ present ‘positive proposals for peace.’ 
In plain terms, the Conference was aimed at assembling 
as many gullible persons as possible under Communist 
direction and turning them into a vast sounding board 
for Communist propaganda. The DAILY WORKER 
claimed that anywhere from 650-750 delegates at- 
tended the Mid-Century Conference for Peace. They 
were represented as being ‘leaders’ in the field of re- 
ligion, labor, youth, education, business, and fraternal 
groups .. . Willard Uphaus, Executive Director of the 
Conference, charged during the proceedings that the 
United States had encircled Russia with bases from 
which bombers could destroy her . . . The Communists 
also succeeded in promoting Communist Party propa- 
ganda far removed from the appointed ‘peace’ pro- 
gram of the Conference. Thus the Civil Rights Panel 
of the Conference discussed the right to teach Marxism, 
the case of Communist Harry Bridges, and the trial of 
the eleven Communist leaders . . . It was declared in

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'BELGRADE: HOW NEUTRAL 


| THE ORIGIN OF THE SPECIES 


The Belgrade assembly is a sort of “Summit Meet- 
| ing” of an Afro-Asian “bloc” that has been in the mak- 
ing, within the United Nations, for some time. It was 
' a foregone conclusion that the newly created nations, 
' without examining their moral or social qualifications 
(there are no standards in the United Nations!) wouid 
_ quickly learn the devious mechanism of parliamentary 
procedures — including cloak-room deals, behind the 
scenes maneuvering, trading of votes, etc. It was a 
_ foregone conclusion that on the basis of this wholly 
fictitious equality, the Afro-Asian bloc would eventual- 
| ly hold the balance of voting power in the U. N. and 
_ make decisions against the West. It was this melancholy 

fact that induced Adlai Stevenson to suggest that “the 
seating of Red China was inevitable.” 


The egalitarian fetish of the West that sprang from 
the Jacobinist benches of the French Revolution and 
was consistently nursed by the United States, has back- 
fired. While it took weeks to prod a reluctant U. N. 
_ into some form of censure of the Kremlin, on the occa- 
sion of the Hungarian betrayal (the man who did the 
| prodding was Dr. Emilio Nunez Portuondo, the Cuban 
_ {Batista} delegate), we can always count on some swift 
action when it comes to censure of the West. 


That is on the agenda in Belgrade —a slate of 
_ grievances against the West, i.e. France and Portugal, 
' but not in terms of Russian “colonialism,” in East Ger- 
many and the slave-states behind the Iron Curtain. But 
then, the hands of the West are not clean: there is 
the case of the South Tyrol chivvied by the Italians; 
there was the case of mutilations in the wake of the 
Versailles Treaty (1918), almost as bad as Potsdam 


(1945). 


The Belgrade conference was thought up by Tito 
of Yugoslavia, Nasser of Egypt and Soekarno of Indo-

nesia. They have one thing in common: they support 
the Kremlin in U. N. operations; they play both ends 
against the middle; they have been recipients of Ameri- 
can foreign aid to the tune of hundreds of millions. 


The average American has no sense of history, no 
retentive memory and he is likely to view the complex 
and treacherous operations of the post-Stalinist world 
with the naive spectacles of American internal politics. 
Of course, the transitory appearance of Al Capone 
should have given them a clear profile of some post- 
war “statesmen.” The war records of the three Belgrade 
promoters should be recalled: 


Tito: Old-line Marxist revolutionary helped 
in the saddle by Western (British) betrayal of 
Mikhailovitch and the Allied Royal Govern- 
ment of Serbia. In case of war, he is expected 
to side with Russia. 


Nasser: Post-war creation. Initially pro- 
moted by a military clique which he double- 
crossed, in turn. Confiscation of the Suez Canal 
Co., an international Treaty product. Abortive 
war against Israel in which he was ignominously 
defeated. Evidence of Russian armaments in 
that conflict and military and naval backing 
ever since. In case of war is expected to side 
with Russia. 


Soekarno: Marxist revolutionary. One-hun- 
dred percent war-time collaborator with the 
Japanese, in occupation of Indonesia 1941- 
1945. As advisor to the Japanese Commander, 
Soekarno was largely responsible for the bar- 
barous internment of all Dutch settlers. Helped 
in the saddle by U. N. intervention 1947 backed 
by the United States. Close ties with the Krem- 
lin. 

In this connection, it is pertinent to remind the 
American taxpayer what he has furnished in subsidy 
to this gentry (as of 1957): Nasser, $63,776,000; 
Tito, $780,454,000; Soekarno, $128,612,000. It is 
difficult to obtain later figures, however. 
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THE LINE-UP: RED TO FADED PINK 


This is a fantastic conglomeration, some parttici- 
pants with legitimist background, if we call anything 
prior to 1941 as legitimist?, others spewed forth in 
the great upheaval of two fratricidal wars; six Prime 
Ministers, two Kings and an Archbishop. The press re- 
action was equally startling: there were approximately 
700 reporters (200 Americans inclusive); significant- 
ly — only half-a-dozen Russians and Satellite represen- 
tatives. Another suggestive omission: Nigeria — the 
most populous, the most stable of African colonies to 
emerge from British tutelage flatly refused to attend. 
It is said that Nehru came with the utmost reluctance 
— though that showman never misses an inexpensive 
spotlight. 


If we adopt a “political spectrum,” a variation of 
color from deep red (the accepted Russian coloration? ) 
to shaded nuances, it would become an over-simplified 
tabulation of relative dependency on Russia, a table 
of degree of flirtation, usually accentuated by huge 
weapons shipments from Czechoslovakian munitions 
factories built up by Hitler. Such a color table is shown 
here:

When Tito summoned these people, it was not 
made clear what they hoped to accomplish. Nehru 
developed a fairly satisfactory formula: he opposed a 
“neutralist bloc” that might preen itself as “a third 
force” in world affairs. In any event, they have no 
armies — but can always create mischief in the United 
Nations. 


THE RUSSIAN MONSTER — 100 MEGATON BLAST 


In the midst of the Belgrade assembly, the Kremlin 
announced resumption of atom testing plus a cynical 
threat of mass destruction by a super bomb. The Press, 
always looking for sensational “disclosures,” pontifi- 
cated that it was done to influence the non-aligned 
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group. It “influenced” them all right —it “terrified” 
them. As the Russian bombs are “dirty,” simple, crude, 
effective engines of destruction, the deadly “fall out” 
would take no stock of Western and pro-Kremlin 
“alignments”: the bony fingers of death are impartial 
and know no political boundaries. 


Nasser expressed “deep regret” and said the Russian 
missile announcement was “a shock (to him) and world 
public opinion.” Nehru declared that the Soviet de- 
cision to resume nuclear testing “brings us to the brink 
of war.” He also recognized the inherent danger of 
the U. S.-Soviet deadlock over Berlin: “... our situa- 
tion today is the most dangerous since World War II 
ended...” He urged the assembly to forget about 
“antt-colonialism” and come to grips with the current 
situation. He made some impression but could not 
silence two oddly paired delegates: Dorticos of Cuba 
and Soekarno of Indonesia. They both echoed the 
Soviet line. Both insisted that “colonialism” was still 
the major item on the agenda. It remains to be seen 
what resolutions will be developed .. . For the mo- 
ment, the delegates skirted the Berlin dilemma. Indeed, 
their meeting will have no effect on that situation. A 
clean-up proposal to toss the problem into the lap of 
the United Nations will not help either: that lap is not 
big enough — though it may furnish a face saving de- 
vice for surrender. 


BELGRADE AND THE U.N.: 
DOUBLE STANDARD REAFFIRMED 


At the time of this writing, the overall trend and 
the final resolutions were clearly discernible: An at- 
tack on the West; Hypocritical indictment of “Colonial- 
ism,” Aid and comfort to the enemy — the Kremlin 
directed international Communism. Evasive language 
skirting every important issue— except personal axe- 
grinding like Soekarno’s (with a breast full of ribbons 
for “war service” rendered the Japanese Army of Occu- 
pation in Indonesia?) who wants the Dutch out of 
New Guinea or Dorticos of Cuba who wants the Ameri- 
cans out of Guantanamo. 


The “new Colonialism” of the Kremlin, a more 
cynical exploitation of peoples than was ever practiced 
by the former colonial powers, was blandly ignored. 
Tibet, Vietmin and Red China were non existent. Some 
lip service was paid to “self determination” but not fot 
East Germany or the Tyrol. Self determination ap- 
peared exclusively reserved for the fledgling African 
States. 


All this has a familiar ring: the double 
standard of political practices, the completely 
amoral quality of political opinions, the shabby 
trappings of parliamentary procedures without 
ethical values — a replica of the sickness of the 
United Nations, perhaps an inescapable evolu- 
tion. 
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REPORTS FROM RED

PROPOSALS TO MAKE WEST-BERLIN 
A “FREE CITY” 


From time to time, Western politicians speculate 
on some form of neutralization of West-Berlin. Senator 
Mansfield’s proposal to that effect was covered in the 
“Weekly Crusader’ Issue No. 17 Feb. 17/61. The 
United Nations propagandists naturally favor the crea- 
tion of a “Free City,” presumably tolerated by the Reds. 
They sometimes quote the case of Danzig, a “Free City” 
under the League of Nations: the quotation is willfully 
inaccurate. 


The last High Commissioner of the League of Na- 
tions for Danzig, the Swiss historian Carl J. Burckhardt, 
writes in his book: “My Danzig-Mission 1937-1939” 
(Munich, Callwey 1960 p. 23): 


“,.. The Free City of Danzig was invented. It was 
not free but dependent in every respect. It was the most 
complicated structure ever to emerge from the theoreti- 
cal thinking of improvising specialists in international 
law. A miniature state was created which, with no real 
independence, had only very limited rights of sover- 
eignty. An important part of these rights was ceded to 
Poland. The statute of Danzig was bound to be a 
source of constant conflict. The League of Nations was 
included into this as guarantee with impracticable rights 
in the case of a conflict. Neither the Free City, nor the 
Republic of Poland, nor the League of Nations had 
clearly defined rights. A straight-forward, even a harsh 
solution, of the problem of the Polish harbor would 
have never contained the dangers which the Free City 
of Danzig had brought on since the beginning of its 
existence for the Polish Republic and for peace in the 
East...” 


A “Free City of West-Berlin” would have been a 
much more unnatural and complex structure than Dan- 
zig was at its time. It would be only a part of a town. 
Compared with Danzig it would have had no hinter- 
land, not even sufficient country for a Sunday excursion. 
Compared with Danzig it would be surrounded by a 
state that claims from the beginning the territory of 
West-Berlin. It would have no direct communication 
with the rest of Germany. 


The United Nations, as protecting power, 
would have no more concrete means to use its 
rights, than the League of Nations. The whole 
plan would become only the first step for the 
annexation of the whole of Berlin by the co- 
lonial administration of the Soviet Zone and 
therefore a menace to world peace. 
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EAST-GERMANY: FATE OF PARTICIPANTS 
IN JUNE 17, 1953 UPRISING 


On June 17th it should be made known publicly 
everywhere that either the Nazi concentration camps in 
the Soviet Zone were taken over after 1945 by the 
Soviet and the Soviet German Communists or new ones 
were built. In some cases, the same innocent prisoners 
were taken over from the Nazi era. But also bona-fide 
participants of the plot against Hitler on July 20th, 
1944 were arrested and perished in these concentration 
camps in the Soviet Zone; for instance Justus Delbruck 
in camp Jamlitz near Lieberose in Lower-Lusatio and 
Baron Ulrich von Sell in camp Ketschendorf near 
Furstenwalde. In the famous camp of Sachsenhausen, 
Horst von Einsiedel died, a member of the “Circle of 
Kreisau” (Anti-Nazi Secret Society, who participated 
in the plot against Hitler on July 20th, 1944.) The 
great actor Heinrich George, who was no “Nazi Ac- 
tivist” or “Militarist,” as the usual arrest warrants were 
worded, perished there. 


Many “Jehovah’s Witnesses” (the sect Eisenhower's 
family belonged to) were put in the same concentration 
camps from which they had been recently liberated or 
they were confined in penitentiaries, real martyrs of 
their religious beliefs. Particularly ill-famed was the 
concentration camp of Sachsenhausen operated by the 
Soviet Secret Service. At least 7000 prisoners perished 
there between August 1945 and the abolition of the 
camp on March 10th, 1950. Most of them died “quiet- 
ly” from malnutrition, contagious diseases, lack of medi- 
cal assistance etc., but some of them also from beatings 
in detention rooms and barracks. About 7000 prisoners 
were transferred in 1950 to penitentiaries of the Soviet 
Zone. 550 of them were sentenced at the famous night- 
ly murder trials in Waldheim and some were executed 
there on the spot. 


But now “commemorative monuments” are 
erected in Sachsenhausen and “liberation fes- 
tivities” are arranged there with the participa- 
tion of naive West-German and West European 
‘“*Anti-Fascists,”’ even of clergymen. A shocking 
sign of political immaturity plus flirtation with 
Red propaganda. 


Mr. Ollenhauer, President of the “German Socialist 
Party,” recently estimated the number of prisoners who 
died in the concentration camps of the Soviet Zone at 
70,000. This number is probably rather too low, than 
too high. Now as before the number of political prison- 
ers in the penitentiaries of the Soviet Zone is between 
9000 and 10,000. More than 100 of them are prisoners 
of June 17th, 1953 insurrection and among them are 
only passive spectators! 


EAST-BERLIN: SHORTAGE OF DOCTORS 


In the eastern district of Berlin, occupied by the 
Russians, there are only 284 practicing physicians for 
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the 1,080,000 inhabitants (180 specialists and 104 
general practitioners.) The rest of the doctors, also in 
insufficient numbers, work in the hospitals or as em- 
ployees in the “Collectives.” Compared with this situa- 
tion, there are available for the 2,200,000 inhabitants 
of West-Berlin 1270 general practitioners and 1000 
specialists (in addition to the physicians employed in 
hospitals and in the public health administration.) In 
East-Berlin only 14 veterinarians practice freely, where- 
as in West-Berlin 90 of them were registered. The de- 
struction of the free medical profession by the Com- 
munists has put an end to the relationship of confidence 
between doctor and patient and has brought on a lack 
of medical personnel with dangerous consequences. 
Public health apparently is less important to the Com- 
munist leaders than their party ideology. 


EX-NAZIS IN RED EAST-GERMAN HIERARCHY 


The former “Minister of Defense” of the East-Ber- 
lin colonial administration, “General” Willy Stoph, did 
not content himself with the fulfillment of his soldier- 
ly duties as chief lance corporal in the Nazi army, for 
which he received the Iron Cross. He found a connec- 
tion with the Nazi regime by collaborating in the 
newspaper of the Nazi “German Working Front.” 
While serving from 1935 to 1937 in the 3d artillery 
regiment in Potsdam, Stoph wrote: “The reintroduc- 
tion of compulsory military service by Hitler changed 
the looks of people. Germany has again become worthy 
of its soldiers...” Or: “The birthday parade before 
the Fuhrer was an event of far-reaching importance.” 
Finally: “Who was once in the army and has taken 
part in manoeuvres knows what popular fraternity is. 
To be a soldier means to be tough!” The Red paper 
“Neues Deutschland” could not deny these historically 
significant tirades of Stoph. It attempts to explain them 
as a “camouflage” towards the Nazi regime! In the 
circles of the high functionaries of the “German So- 
cialist Unified Party” there are quite a few “camou- 
flaged” hangers-on and profiteers of the Nazi regime.

In forty-two years of naval service I have had a 
unique opportunity to serve my country which I deeply 
appreciate. I have also been blessed by the loyalty, 
support and friendship of the most dedicated people I 
have ever known, not least of whom is my devoted wife. 


Experience has brought me a full appreciation of 
the prize cargo a man can hoist aboard. To this beloved 
Navy I do commend: 


Love of country, overshadowing all other loves, 
including service, family and the sea. 


Individual desire to excel, not for aggrandizement 
of self, but to increase the excellence of the Navy. 


Devotion — perhaps consecration — to personal in- 
tegrity in oneself, in one’s service, in one’s country.

the Panel that ‘the attack on the Communists is an

| projected at the Mid-Century Conference for Peace in

The Mid-Century Conference for Peace was an im- 
portant part of the world-wide Communist peace of- 
fensive. So important was this peace offensive, in fact, 
_ that the House Committee on Un-American Activities 
began its report “The Communist Peace Offensive — 
A Campaign to Disarm and Defeat the United States” 

by saying “the most dangerous hoax ever devised by the 
‘international Communist conspiracy is the current 
worldwide ‘peace’ offensive.” 


“It will be remembered that during the days 
of the infamous Soviet-Nazi Pact, the Commun- 
ists built protective organizations known as the 
National Emergency Conference, the National 
Emergency Conference for Democratic Rights, 
which culminated in the National Federation for 
Constitutional Liberties.” 


The House Committee on Un-American Activities 
also lists Mr. Stanley Stuber as a signer of the Call to 
the National Emergency Conference during May 1939. 
This organization has been cited as a Communist-front 
by the House Committee. Of the National Emergency 
Conference the HCUA said: 


Still another Communist front of which Mr. Stuber 
was listed as a sponsor on the letterhead is the Ameri- 
can Committee for Spanish Freedom. This organiza- 
tion was cited as Communist by Attorney General Tom 
Clark on April 27, 1949. About three years earlier, 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities cited 
it as a “recently established Communist-front organiza- 
tion whose avowed objective is to force a break in 
diplomatic relations between the United States and 
Spain.” 


EMPLOYING “STRAW MAN” TECHNIQUES 


Now, it is very important to keep clearly in mind 
that this is Reverend Stanley Stuber’s record. We did 
_not make it. He made this record himself through his 
actions in support of these Satanic Communist fronts. 
Mr. M. G. Lowman printed Mr. Stubers record in the 
Circuit Riders publication entitled “Recognize Red 
China?” 


The Kansas City NEWS-PRESS of January 1, 
1960, in cooperation with the Kansas City Council of 
Churches, tried to explain away Dr. Stanley Stuber’s 
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record. In answering the Kansas City NEWS-PRESS 


article Mr. Lowman said: 


“It is incredible that a clergyman, and espe- 
cially an officer of an association of churches 
in a major city, should continue to evade his 
record. Had he denounced or renounced the 
pro-Communist units connected with his name 
or persons he might allege duped or deceived 
him, there would be some justification for a 
righteous indignation attitude. Common hon- 
esty and forthrightness calls for Stanley I. Stu- 
ber to live with his record or denounce or re- 
nounce the organizations connected with his 
name.” 


Calling attention to Mr. Stanley Stuber’s record is 
not smearing Stanley Stuber. He smeared himself by 
affiliating himself with these organizations. The bur- 
den is upon Dr. Stuber to renounce these fronts which 
used him (if he was used) rather than to denounce 
those who expose such front activities and the vicious 
nature of these fronts. 


COMMUNISTS SEEK CHURCH PENETRATION 


In his book, “Masters of Deceit,” J. Edgar Hoover 
said on page 302, “By 1937 such tactical caution was 
beginning to be replaced by a calculated program to 
exploit religion. Foster, (William Z. former head of 
the Communist Party in the U.S.A.) called this the 
‘, . . More recent practical approach to the religious 
question, on the basis long ago laid by Lenin.’ 


“This ‘practical approach’ means attempting, 
through deceptive tactics to capture support from 
American religious groups for an atheistic Communist 
Party. As Foster put it in 1937: 


“In consequence, the anti-religious Com- 
munist Party is now to be found in close united 
front cooperation with dozens of churches and 
other religious organizations on questions of 
immediate economic and political interest to the 
toiling masses. 


“In line with these tactics, the party is today 
engaged in a systematic program to infiltrate 
American religious groups .. . 


“The partys’ objectives inside religious groups are 
several: 


“1. To gain ‘respectability’: . a church is the 
best front we can have.’ Comrades, by associating in 
church circles, secure an ‘acceptable status in the com- 
munity, greater credence for their opinions, and the 
lulling of non-Communist suspicions . . .’ 


“6. To influence clergymen. A dedicated 
clergyman, being a man of God, is a mortal 
enemy of Communism. But if he can, by con- 
version, influence, or trickery, be made to sup- 
port the Communist program once or a few 
times or many times, the Party gains. If, for 
example, a clergyman can be persuaded to serve 
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as a sponsor or officer of a Communist front, 
to issue a testimonial, or to sign a clemency 
petition for a Communist ‘victim of persecu- 
tion,’ his personal prestige lends weight to the 
cause.” 


In view of the above, it should be obvious to any 
informed person that Dr. Stuber is ill qualified to pass 
judgment on those who are trying to alert Americans 
to the alarming extent to which Communist objectives 
are being pushed by high-ranking churchmen. 


Representative Gordon Scherer of Ohio, a member 
of the House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
said: 


“The Committee on Un-American Activities has 
uncovered the techniques used by the Communist ap- 
paratus to infiltrate and destroy the church. It has done 
this so that the church itself could be fully aware of 
the Communist offensive against it; so that church 
leaders could understand that our religious institutions 
were in the front line of this battle; so that with this 
knowledge the church would be better able to foresee 
and combat this direct, subtle and diabolical attack 
upon it.” 

Why don’t these church leaders in the Na- 
tional Council of Churches use this vital infor- 
mation the House Un-American Activities Com- 
mittee has made available instead of viciously 
attacking the Committee for exposing Commun- 
ist conspirators not only in the churches, but 
anywhere? 


THE INFORMED ANTI-COMMUNIST POSITION 


To National Council of Churches leaders like Dr. 
Stanley Stuber, we say “Let them yell.” We will still 
stand for the truth as long as there is any freedom of 
speech left in this land of ours. We will continue to 
expose them when they desecrate the memory of mil- 
lions of Christians who have been murdered after much 
torture, by collaborating with Communist Secret Police 
Agents disguised in the robes of the clergy, such as 
Metropolitan Nicolai. We will continue to expose them 
when they put out a recommended reading list which 
included books by the editor of the Communist con- 
spiracys’ official monthly, Political Affairs, books by an 
exposed and un-repentent Communist espionage agent, 
and books by a number of other Communist conspira- 
tors, fellow travelers, sympathizers, and dupes.

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THE WILD SPENDING MENTALITY 


A wild political spending mentality runs rampant 
among Americans today. Those adhering to this line 
of thinking contend that prosperity is created by more 
and more political spending. In a letter to the Tulsa 
Tribune during July, 1961 an anonymous writer who 
abides by this spending theory said: 


“Money that a person spends or that a govern- 
ment spends is money that another person receives. 
As spending increases more people receive more money. 
They in turn spend the money they receive. Hence, it is 
better if everyone spends.” 

A tribune editorial referred to this type 
reasoning as “subkindergarten economics,” and 
then went on to say, “If spending . . . were the 
key to perpetual prosperity all the government 
would have to do would be to hand every man, 
woman and child $10,000 freshly-printed green- 
backs every month and we would soon all be in 
Cadillacs on our way to our yachts.” 

Just imagine how absurd this spending philosophy 
really is. If the manufacture and distribution of money 
was the only thing necessary to create prosperity it 
would all be so simple. However, a man-made Utopia 
is an utter impossibility. All man-made governments 
are defective, and as long as mankind rules in the 
affairs on earth there is going to be poverty and want. 
However, under the American free enterprise system 
there has been more material goods for more people 
than under any system of government in history. 


Let us remember that wealth is created by the 
production of goods and services. Money is merely a 
medium of exchange and there is no inherent value in 
money as such itself. Its value is merely as a medium 
of exchange. Prosperity cannot be created by creating 
more money. 


In spite of the utter impossibility of spending our- 
selves into prosperity, it has been for some years the 
basic concept of the ruling elements in our government. 
Government spending increases annually. The national 
debt continues to rise, and the value of our dollar con- 
tinues to decline gradually. Pressures are brought on 
Congress to put over these wild spending schemes be- 
yond any degree of pressure that would have been 
considered 30 years ago. 


On July 11th a news report informed us that Sen- 
ator Wallace F. Bennett had warned that the govern- 
ment was spending $650,000 per hour more than its 
revenue this year. The continuation of increases an- 
nually in wild political spending can only end up in 
the total collapse of our nation, an event which the 
Communist conspirators eagerly await.
